The Trent River Works, 


On the 801 of last October the [late Gov. 
emul, ly order in Council, transferred 
Wis, hwy ynas the Trent River Works 
to the Ua..1i) Government; the latter ag= 
reoing to assis all tesponsibility of keep, 
ing them in repair. Mr. Keeler, the mom. 
ber for East Northumberland,acting under 
instructions from his leaders no doubt, hag 
moved for the appointment of a Seléct 
Committee to take in consideration all mats 
ters connected with the transfer, Ho al- 
legea that the transaction was secretly 
conducted, and inspired by political con 
sideration. 

Before entering into an explenation of 
the defence, we may remark that tho 
works referred to affect 116 miles of lake 
and upwards of 92 miles of river navaga~ 
tion. Between 20,000 and'80,000 acres of 
land are included in the transfer, much of 
which is inundated and rendered quite use- 
loss for . agricultural purposes. ' A large 
Portion of the: works consists of canals, 
there being about two miles of canals that

Mrs. Charlotte Forrest tostified that sho 
lives at Trenton Station; on the morning 
of Mr. Colclough's death was asked to send 
for a doctor for him ; sent for Dr. Day,and 
wont into Cololough’s dwelling ; he was in 
the kitchen and vomiting blue matter; 
asked what he had done—what Was all the 
world to him compared to his poor soul; 

he asked God to forgive him; did not hear 

the doctor say what he was treating de- 
ceased for ; Colclough did not say what was 
the matter, 

Dr. H. W. Day testified that deceased 
exhibited all the symptome of poisoning 
from a corrosive poison ; did not ask him 
what he had taken ; treated him for poison- 
ing with sulphate of copper, such as is 
found in telegraph batteries ; some one in 
Colclough’s presence snid he must have 
taken considerable ; witness said ‘ yes,” 

* and deceased assented by nodding his head; 
saw outside the station door an inverted 
porous cup froma telegraph battery, and 
there were crystals of sulphate of copper 
beneath it. The causo of death was the 
neryous shock from an irritant taken into 
the stomach—in his opinion sulphate of 
Copper, of which from two to ten grains is 
given as an emotic; it will dissolve in 
threo times its weight of water. One 
swallow of the solution would probably be 
fatal. 

To Dr. MeMichael—At the time of death 
whatever had been taken had been removed 
from the stomach. There was no post 
mortem nor coroner's inquest. ‘Fhe emetic 
of mill and eggs would, when applied to an 
almost colorless solution of sulphate of zine, 
with a slight admixture of sulphate of cop- 
per, cause the blue to be much more per- 
ceptible, 

To Mr. Mulock—The first vomiting 
would bring away most of tie contents of 
the stomach, and what followed would be 
less highly colored than the first. Tho 
quantity of crystals beneath the cup on the 
platform would haye tinged the water 
which was in it. 

Mrs. M. Waldorf, sworn :—I knew the 
late Mr. Colclough ; I live but a few min- 
utes walk from the station at Trenton; I 
saw deceased in bed, tho day he died; he 
appeared to be suffering and was yomiting, 
a substance white and mixed with a shade 
of blue ; I was in the house about an hour, 
and spoke to him; there were others there 
beside myself. 

Alfrba’ Sones’ sot: am Inspector of 
the Citizens Insurance Compa: We had 
a guarantee policy onthe dew. 1, and 
checked tickets, &c., and fouul . \ isit of 
$453,51, which was paid by the Company 
tothe Grand Trunk, lessthe salary duo 
him. The amount paid was $886.54. 

Mr. James Waldorf, sworn:—I am en— 
gaged at the Trenton Station G.T.R., as 
switchman and baggage master ; have been 
there five years ; I saw deceased the night 
before his death ; he was with Mr. Payne; 
T did not speak to him; I was on duty all 
night, and left off at 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing; Mr. Sheehan was operator that night; 
the batteries are kept under the desk, on a 
shelf; I du not have anything todo with 
the batteries; there is no solution kept 
anywhere on the premises, exceptin the 


batteries, 
Mr. Hugh Neilson, sworn :—Am Super- 


intendent of the Dominion Telegraph Co., 
Toronto ; have been engaged in it 25 years; 
if any of the fluid was taken out of the 
vessel a crust would be left on the side 
where the water was; in an old battery I 
could tell if any fluid say a pint or a half a 
pint had been suddenly abstracted; the 
vessel shown is quite a new one, filled 24 
hours ago; it already shows marks of do- 
posit on the inner side, 

This concluded the evidence Dr. Me- 
Michael contended that by the termsof the 
Company's policy evidence of violence had 
to be shown on the part of the insured in 
taking his life, which had not been done in 
this case. 

His Lordship stated that he would sub‘ 
mit that question to the jury for their cen- 
sideration.

Trent River Works. 


Mr. Ferris, M. P. P., Wednesday morn- 
ing gave evidence before the Committee of 
Enquiry into the transfer of tho Trent 
Navigation Works which completely dis- 
proved the Tory allegations that the trans- 
fer was opposed by the residents in the 
neighborhood interested. He informed the 
Committee that he and Dr. Boulter, the 
Conservative M. P. P., for North Hastings, 
were both of the opinion that the transter 
was in tho public interest, and if tho dam 
at Chisholm’s Rapids were removed and a 
smaller one built at some point below 25,- 
000 acres of land would be reclaimed. A 
number of persons were ready to purchase 
the lands, which were very arable. The

action of ordinary business, than by regu- 
lar habits of drinking acquired “otherwise. 
There is much force in this, and should the 
new organization succeed in extending 
their influence, much good may’be accom— 
plished tor the temperance canso. 

But an Illinois Senator is prepared to go 
further in suppressing what ho considers 
the most dangeroys tendency of society. 
Hoe has introduced a bill “ making it pun- 
isbable by fine for any ono to offer'to treat, 
or to accept a treat, in any saloon or public 
place where intoxicating liquors aro sold.’”’ 
This is undoubtedly a radical moye, and 
will meet with » determined opposition, as 
infringing upon “the liberty of the per- 
son,” but few, even of those who are in
